He rushed 30) troops toward Rama 
and Thursday, evidently convinced that 
these could control the situation, gave 
permission for the steamer to proceed 
te Rama. 

That same night the information was 
received that a large force of the Gev- 
ernment troops was stationed between 
Rama and Bliuefields, and at once Gen. 
Estrada ordered the steamer to stop at 
Cama, whic" she did. 

Zelaya’s Men Well Fed. 

Another cause for alarm among the 
Insurgents is the report brought by the 
cruiser Des Moines that Zelaya’s men 
at Greytown are far from the desperate 
condition which has been reported here. 
They are said to numbér more than 
9000 well-fed and well-pai.. soldiers, and 
are opposed only by Gen. Chamorro 
with 400 Insurgents. 

The excellent condition of the army in 
Greytown is said to be the main reason 
why it does not leave its quarters and 
attack Chamorro. The soldiers are not 
enthusiastic over Zelaya and his cause, 
end prefer being fed to fighting. 


ZELAYA ACCUSES UNCLE SAM 
OF TREATING HIM UNFAIRLY 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Dec. 11.—‘‘The 
United States unjustly condemns my ad- 
ministration,” said President Zelaya, in 
an interview today. “I propoesd to Sec- 
retary of State Knox that he submit 
the case to the investigation of a com- 
mission of his own choosing, agreeing 
to surrender my rights to the presi- 
dency if the charges in his letter to 
Isidoro Hezera, former Nicaraguan 
Minister to the United States were sus- 
tained. Secretary Knox has not an- 
swered. Defenseless against the hostilj- 
ty of a powerful nation, I must submit, 
although I have been condemned un- 
heard. 

“The coordion of the United States 
Will not redound to the credit of that 
nation, whose motives are questioned in 
all Latin America. The shooting of

ragua, which distinctly authorizes the 
shooting of individyals commanding 
rebels.

In one instance, he declares, he 
was endeavoring to raise a loan in 
France, when his enemies persuaded 
the United States to interpose an ob- 
jection through th French Ambassa- 
dor at Washington, on the pretext that 
the money sought was intended for the 
purchase of war materials, when in re- 
ality it was to have pees used in the 
construction of a rail--ay. 

“While I am ready to surrender ‘the 
rresidency,’’ continued President Ze- 
laya, “I cannot do it precipitately, as 
it would result in uprisings by several 
factions, each of which Is eager to gain 
power. 

“I am in negetiation with the revo- 
lutionists to get their endorsement to a 
successor who will be acceptable to all 
parties, and have submitted the name 
of Jose Madriz, Judge of the Cartago 
Court. I hope this will obviate the 
1ecessity for American intervention, 
which would be intensely distasteful to 
the whole of Latin America. I am in- 
formed that it is the intention of the 
United States to prevent my leaving 
Nicaragua. I do not believe this to be 
true.”’. 

It is reported that the revolutionists 
will reject Senor Madriz as Zelaya’s 
successor and insist upon Gen. Estrada 
assuming the presidency, declaring that 
the United States has promised to fur- 
nish 2000 marines at Bluefields to bring 
about his success. 

“The hostility of the United States,” 
continued President Zelaya, “is due to 
the machinations of Senor Cabrera, 
President of Guatemala, whom I re- 
fused in 1906 to join in an offensive and 
defénsive alliance of Central America 
against Mexico and thereby thwarted 
his efforts to establish a virtual dic- 
tatorship in Central America. Since 
then Cabrera has pursued me with re- 
lentless enmity, poisoning the public 
mind against me. | :

Citizens Are ‘Helpless Follow- 
ing Court’s Decision for 
Company. 


NO FIRE PROTECTION 


Wagons Hauling From Springs 
Afford Only Means of Ex- 
istence for City. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CARTHAGE, Mo., Dec. 11.—The city 
of Carthage, with 15,000 population, is 
drouth-stricken and without water for 
fire protection in midwinter, as a re- 
sult of the action of Judge John F. 
Philips in the United States Court at 
Kansas City in upholding the right of 
the Carthage Water and Power Co. to 
dismantle ip | Bane and tear up its 
mains and service pipes. The company 
has stopped its pumping plant ard the 
municipal plant in process of construc- 
tion will not be completed until April. 

Domestic consumers in part of the city 
are obtaining water through mains con- 
nected with one pump of the new mu- 
nicipal plant. The rest of the city, in- 
cluding the entire business district and 
the greater part of the residence dis- 
trice, is without water. Most of the 
city is being supplied with barely suffi- 
cent water for existence by water wag- 
ons, which haul water from near-by 
springs. 

Citizens Fighting for Water. 

Citizens are indignant at the action 
of the company at this season of the 
year. Every legal means will be ex- 
hausted to prevent the company from 
leaving the city entirely without protec- 
tion against fire and without water for 
cooking and drinking. 

At a meeting of the Board of Public 
Works, it was decided that, the city 
being enjoined from interference with 
the action of the water company, ap- 
plication should be made by certain 
citizens as individuals in the Circuit 
Court today for a restraining order to 
prevent the entire dismantling of the 
water company’s plant until the new 
municipal plant is completed. A mass 
meeting of citizens has been called for 
tenight. 

As soon as the decision was made 
known, 8S. E. Stern of Kansas City, in 
the employ of the Carthage Water and 
Power Co., dismantled the pump, shut- 
ting off the city’s water supply. Stern 
took a small but important piece of 


‘machinery with him and disappeared. 


Proclamation by the Mayor. 

Sixty days ago, G. Ralph Leighton of 
Portsmouth, N. H.; grantee of the bond- 
holders of the water company, an- 
nounce that water service would be 
discontinued Nov. 15, but Federal liti- 
gation has prevented such an action 
until the decision of Judge Phillips, 
when the ignored State injunction alone 
interfered. 

The Mayor of Carthage will probably 
issue a proclamation, calling upon all 
citizens to volunteer their labor and 
work in the ditches of the half-com- 
pleted municipal waterworks plant. 

City health authorities are much 
alarmed over the situation, and fire in- 
surance policies will probably be can- 
celed in large numbers within a few 
days. 

The municipal plant is about one-third 
finished. It will be impossible for it to 
be put in commission before April, 1910.

BURTON IS CONVERTED 


Ohio Senator No Longer in 
Favor of Making Patch- 
work Improvements.

WASHINGTON, Dec: 11.—The 5000 wa- 
terway boomers who have been in 


Washington memorializing Congress and 


the President ana attending the Rivers 
and Harbors Congress, left for their 
nomes with the firm conviction that the 
Government is ahout to enter upon an 
extensive plan of inland waterway im- 
provement, beginning most likely with 
the Lakes-to-the-Gulf project. 

Jf petitions have any weight with 
the President and Congress, some de- 
cided action looking to appropriations 
for the rivers may be expected within 
the next few months. Scarce!ly a day 
passed during the week that a big dvle- 
tation did not call on the President, the 
Speaker, the Vice-President and _ the 
committees in charge of waterways 
hills and demand the improvement of 
the water highwars. 

The greatest of all obstacles to inland 
waterway improvement lias been se- 
moved. That was Theodore FE. Burton, 
former chairman of the Rivers and Har- 
Lors Committee. When he was electea 
Senator he was made a member of the 
‘Commerce Committee of the Senate, 
which corresponds to the Rivers and 
Hiarbors Committee of the House. It 
was Burton who, year after year, 
spiked the guns of the Lakes-to-the-Gulf 
waterway advocates, and refused to let 
them get their project before Congress. 

Senator Burton Converted. 

Burton has been converted to inland 
waterways improvement. Much to the 
surprise of the waterway advocates, he 
made a speech before the Rivers and 
Harbors Congress advocating liberal ap- 
propriations for the improvements of 
the streams, and denouncing as waste- 
ful the policy of small appropriations 
for patchwork—a policy, by the way, of 
which he Was formerly the foremost 
advocate. “ 

It is regarded as practically certain 
by the waterway boomers that Con- 
gress will commit itself during the pres- 
ent session to the improvement, on a 
big scale, of the Ohio, Mississippi and 
Illinois rivers. President Taft has defi- 
nitely committed himself to this plan. 
Being from Ohio he probably will insist 
that the Ohio River be included in 
the Lakes-to-the-Gulf project. 

The Ohio River boomers are demand- 
ing nine feet from Catro to Pittsburg. 
The improvement of the Ohio, it is con- 
ceeded by the Lakes-to-the-Gulf advo- 
cates, would be of great aid in obtain- 
ing the necessary appropriations for the 
Mississippi River from Cairo to the 
Gulf. . The Ohio River people are as 
much interested in the improvement of 
the lower Mississippi as tne Lakes-to- 
the-Gulf advocates. 

Strong Speech by Dalzell. 

Congressman Dalzell of Pittsburg, one 
of the real powers in Congress, made 
possibly the strongest speech in favor 
of inland waterways improvements at 
the Rivers and Harbors Congress. 

The Ohio River boomers adopted the 
methods of the Lakes-to-the-Gulf advo- 
cates and called on the President, the 
Speaker, Vice-President and House and 
Senate committees and presented their 
resolutions. The resolutions of the Riv- 
ers and Harbors convention were also 
presented in person by committees to 
the President, the Speaker and others. 

Lyman E. Cooley, the Chicago en- 
gineer, who so ably presented the Mis- 
sissippi and Illinois riwer project to the 
Rivers and Harbors Committee, wil] re- 
main in Washington to prepare a bill 
for a continuing appropriation of $93,- 
500,000, to be expended in ten years, for 
making the 14-foot channel from the 
lakes to the Gulf. 
Iliinots Shows Earnestness. 

Mr. Cooley is a river engineer of wide 
experience. He has been the adviser 
of Gov. Deneen and Senator Lorimer of 
[iinois in the scheme of waterway im- 
provement in that State. His statement 
to Congress that Illinois fs spending 
$100,000,000 on the drainage canal to con- 
nect it with the Illinois River for the 
purposes of navigation, and proposes to 
make a gift of the work to the Govern- 
ment when it builds the 13-foot channe} 
from Utica to the Gulf, made a deep 
impression on the Rivers and Harbors 
Committee. 

It demonstrated to the committee that 
Illinois, at least, is deeply in earnest in 
the matter of waterway improvements. 
and will do her share of the work.

B. Er- 
der,”” was compared with the holdover 
book of the Central District Station in 
which Dr. Doxey wrote his name when 
he was arrested after the Erder in- 
quest. 

While no statement was given out at 
the Circuit Attorney's office, the gen- 
eral impression at the Four Courts was 
that this comperison was made in an 
effort to prove that Dr. Doxev was at 
the Moser Hotel wih his wife three 
weeks after Erder’s death, and that. he 
used Erder’s name to conceal his iden- 
tity. 

Dr. William H. Warren was a wit- 
ness before the grand jury to tell of his 
analysis of Erder’s organs, in which he 
found arsenic, and four newspaper men 
were called to testify as to interviews 
with Dr. Dotey. 

Former Husband Has Faith. 

Robert J. Downing, former husband of 
Dora E. Doxey, while he has declined 
to discuss the Erder case for publica- 
tion, is quoted by close friends in press 
dispatches from Joy, Ill., as saying that 
he does not think his former wife poi- 
soned William J. Erder. 

His comment as quoted has always 
been: 

“Dora, my girl wife, was not merce- 
nary. She never schemed for money. I 
cannot believe that she would take a 
human life to get insurance.”

The author says: ‘It is 
a mistake to assume that the negro who 
had been a slave for 2%0 years, gained 
his freedom by the signing on a certain 
date of a certain paper by the President 
of the United States. It is a mistake to 
assume that one man can, in any true 
sense, give freedom to another. Iree- 
dom inthe larger and higher sense, 
every man must gain for himself. In 
this larger and higher sense the negro 
is slowly but surely gaining his free- 
dom in every state, in every city, in 
every village and on every plantation in 
the South.”’ 

And this is the moral and conclusion: 
“We have hard problems, it is true, 
but instead of despairing in the face of 
the difficulties, we should as a race 
thank God that we have a problem.

A Captain of Industry. 

N the life and works of Cyrus Hall 
McCormick, whose pioneer work was 
the inventing of farm machinery, 

Herbert N. Casson has found material 
for an industrial romance as fertile as 
his discoveries in the steel industry. In 
McCormick he finds one of the men who 
made the industrial greatness of this 
country possible. ‘‘He was not brilliant,’’ 
says his biographer, ‘‘he was not pic- 
turesque. He was no caterer for fame 
or favor. But he was as necessary as 
bread. He fed his country as truly as 
Washington created it and Lincoln pre- 
served it. He abolished our agricul- 
tural peasantry so effectively that we 
have: had to import our muscle from 
foreign countries ever since.”’ 

With such a theme it is not surpris- 
ing that,so apt a performer as Mr. Cas- 
son has “produced a work in which the 
prospect of tiresome detajl gives way to 
the realization of agreeable interest. He 
traces the causes of McCormick—his 
poverty, his humbleness, always incen- 
tives to ambition when accompanied by 
mental alertness and power, and shows 
that the world was ripe for the man as 
the man was ripe for his task. 

In 1800, when McCormick first saw 
the light, the methods of the farm were 
those of 20 centuries before. ‘‘The fron 
plow would poison the soil.’’ Grain was 
planted by phases of the moon. The 
scythe had been invented in 1665 and im- 
proved to the cradle, but mostly grain 
was cut by the sickle that the Baby- 
lonians used in ee valley of the Eu- 
phrates.

The Liberty of Prophesying. 

NDER the title, “The Liberty of 
[] Prophesying,’’ Dr. H. Hensley 

Henson, canon of Westminster, 
has published the Lyman Beecher lec- 
tures delivered by him before the Yale 
Divinity School during the past vear. 
To the lectures he has added three 
sermons preached in England, dealing 
with the same general subject as the 
lectures, and to some. extent supple- 
menting the course. 

As the title implies, the vital theme 
of the lectures is a plea for a larger 
liberty of thought and speech for the 
preachér as against both doctrinal tra- 
dition and church authority. The argu- 
ment, of course, is based upon the 
Protestant and not upon the Catholic 
conception of the relation of the preach- 
er to tradition and to the church. 

While making the plea for a larger 
freedom, Dr. Henson is careful to note 
and to emphasize the danger of too 
much laxity or intellectual indolence, in 
the pulpit. In fact, he points out that 
temptations to a sort of popular preach- 
ing are already very great, both in 
America and in Great Britain. ‘“Preach- 
ing, in the true sense,’ he says, “hag 
almost perished before the stream of 
impromptu speech. The practice of 
speaking off the surface of the mind ig 
easily acquired and highly applauded 
by the religious public, which admires 
the facile fervor of the popular orator 
far more than the disciplined earnest- 
ness of the studious divine.” 

Another sort of tyranny that ham- 
pers the freedom of the preacher, ac- 
cording to Dr. Henson, is what he calls 
“Commercial Christianity.” Of that 
force he says: ‘It is apt to be moralty 
lax, but intellectually rigid; it easily 
favors sensational preaching and es- 
thetic services, but it has little concern 
with thought and is actually hostile f> 
discipline. The Christianity of the po 
ture will be more and more centered { 
great cities.

The 
contrast between those who reat in 
safety and the beings who fight for 
life in the darkness is much the same 
as that furnished by the lives of pro- 
tected and unprotected women.

The author then proceeds to tell an 
unvarnished tale, wherein pitfalls and 
triumphs are mingled, the whole making 
a powerful sermon on the mannérs an’ 
customs of men that are sadly in need 
of 1eform. (Kennerley.) 


Great American Fortunes. 
HE first volume of what is designed 
7 to be a comprehensive ‘History 
of Great American Fortunes” has 
just been issued. The author, Gustavus 
Myers, is also author of a ‘History of 
Tammany Hall,” a “History of Public 
Franchises in New York City,” and oth- 
er works of a similar character. The 
aim of the writer is to demonstrate that 
the existing order of society is based 
upon principles fundamentally wrong. In 
tracing the history of large fortunes that 
have been formed in this country, he 
notes that all of them have been due in 
a large measure to practices of fraud 
and corruption, or to the folly of com- 
munities in permitting grasping and 
greedy men to.take for themselves all 
of the increment in the values of land 
and of franchises. For these evils the 
author does not condemn the wealth- 
acquiring rascals so much as the social 
conditions that permit it. Thus, for ex- 
ample, he says: 


“Our plutocrats rank as nothing more 
or less than so many unavoidable crea- 
tions of a set of processes which must 
imperatively produce a certain set of 
results. These results we see in the ac- 
celerated concentration of immense 
Wealtli running side by side with a 
propertyless, expropriated and exploited 
multitude.’’ 

The volume under review is divided 
into two parts: The first deals in a cur- 
sory manner with the great fortunes of 
Colonial times, including that of Stephen 
Girard, while the second part reviews 
elaborately the processes by which the 
Astor fortune in New York and the Mar- 
shall Field. fortune in Chicago were ac- 
quired ‘and augmented. (Kerr.) © 


A Shovwer of Stones. . 
> INCE the days when Max Nofgeu 
uttered.ah almost genera) indict- 
ment against degenéracy in lit- 
erature no other book has been sO gen- 
eral in its condemnation- of contem- 
poraneous authors, playwrights, man- 
agers, newspapers and critics as in 
“Their Day in Court,” by Perctval Pol- 
lard. The author is well known in this 
city, as he lived and wrote here some 
years ago. The subtitle to the book, 
“The Case of American Letters and Its 
Causes,’”’ gives an inkling as to the 
matter it contains. Like Nordau, ‘the 
author has the whole field under con- 
sideration, at his fingers’ tips, or rather, 
at his pen’s point. He does not merely 
condemn. He quotes, thus giving those 
he. censures or {ndicts a hearing in 
thefr own defense. But those he quotes 
seem to have no defense, just as those 
Nordau quoted hardly had any. 

The opening chapters entitled Wom- 
en, Womanists and Manners, shows 
the erotic works which have come from 
the pens of women novelists, with am- 
ple quotation to make the case’ against 
them. Then he quotes a few feminists 
who in their works pandered to sexo- 
maniacs of both sexes. Mr. Pollard re- 
sembles Nordau in more ways than 
one. He is as impulsive, as irritable, 
as fervent in his condemnation of those 
who write works he dislikes as is the 
author of Degeneration. 


The author must have had some sad 
experiences since he regards every 
newspaper man as dishonest, inteliec- 
tually, petty, jealous of his colleagues, 
plotting, intriguing ever in order to 
rise. The newspaper he holds respon- 
sible for most of our degeneracy in lit- 
erature and drama; He argues that the 
anonymous book review, the imper- 
sonal criticism, has done more than 
anything else for the deterioration of 
our art. He pleads for the return of 
personal criticism, of the criticism 
where the critic’s personality, his taste 
and his bias, art bias, act as a kind of 
censorship. 

As theatrical censorship is just now of 
interest in our city, it may be well to 
remind those who desire it that the best 
censorship is honest, conscientious criti- 
cism. This is one of the remedies sug- 
gested by Mr. Pollard against the dis- 
ease of which our letters and our art 
suffer through the poison of “‘greéd and 
dishonesty, greed and dishonesty.’’ 

Incidentally, the author touches upon 
the literatures of many European 
countries, which, of course, makes the 
volume more interesting and more valu- 
able. The closing words are full of 
hope for the future, which helps us 
feel that the author himself is not a 
degenerate, for that is what all pessi- 
mists really are. And to make the vol- 
ume still more serviceable, it is well 
indexed. ‘Their Day in Court,” in spite 
of some errors slightly touched upon in 
these lines, is worth reading and worth 
as | keeping.

‘tA MERICAN Inland Waterways— 

Quick” is not the title of the 

appeal of the ‘$00’ to Congress 
but a new book by Herbert Quick, who 
has yielded to the charm of this topic 
of consuming interest and produced a 
work only more valuable for the breadth 
of its research and the quantity of its 
information than for interest in style and 
form. Mr. Quick has covered a broad 
ground. He touches the question in all 
its varying aspects and his comparison 
of our superb but neglected Waterways 
with the developed waterways of Europe 
and even China is a sad comment.on our 
progressiveness and quickness to take 
advantage of opportunities. 

Proud in the superiority of their rail- 
way system and of the vast sums of 
money that have been expended on it, 
Americans are wont to look with partial 
contempt on European progress in this 
direction. But Burope has not been 
backward. It has been providing itself 
with waterways. Mr. Quick shows that 
we have been railway mad. We have 
spent more than a thousand million dol- 
lars for railways, but since 1814 France 
has spent $750,000,000 for harbors and 
waterways, as much more for railways 
and $600,000,000 for wagon roads. France 
is a little larger than Texas, but she 
has spent 50 per cent more for harbors 
and waterways than the whole sum ex- 
pended’ by this country for similar pur- 
poses:since the beginning. It is the same 
story from Holland, Belgium and Ger- 
many, with 10,000 miles of inland water- 
ways, has advantages which our rail- 
roads cannot give us, no matter how 
vast their development. 

Mr. Quick finds interesting conditions 
in Canade. Winnipeg is growing. It 
promises to become the wheat market of 
the world. It will be connected with 
Hudson Bay by a waterway which will 
use Lake Winnipeg—as large as Lake 
Erie—for a start.

| The statement made to the Post-Dispatch by 
Isaac H. Lionberger, chairman of the board of 
directors of the reorganized American Credit 
Indemnity Co., discloses amazing conditions in 
the company under its former management. 
His personal experience supplements official re- 
ports of the insurance departments of New York 
and Massachusetts. 

Gross mismanagement and improper methods 
of conducting business were discovered by the 
insurance officers, According to their report, 
there were improper disbursements of funds and 
extravagant expenditures.

A Missouri woman who in addition to being a 
practicing lawyer was also a social leader in the 
clubs of her city, has just passed upon what the 
poets call “The Great Adventure,” in a spirit of 
genuine romance.

There is in this an instance in ordinary life 
of that serenity of spirit in the face of death 
which one reads of in romance or in histories 
dealing with events of such great import that they 
strengthen and fortify the mind by the fervors of 
patriotic or religious exaltation.

But it was not at 
ll easy. Mrs. Pierce had been living 
there since 1844, when her husband, John 
Pierce, a steamboat cook, bought the 
“ground and put up the house, and she 
did not want to move. Frank Filley 
. offered her $500 for her property. She 
spurned the offer. . There were further 
negotiations, Dut Mrs. Pierce held on 
to her property. The foundry was built 
, on three sides of her house, leaving it 
fin a niche. 
She did not mid that until employes 
ef the foundry, in cleaning off the roof, 
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the foundry property in 1906 for a depot, 
Mrs. Pierce refused to sell her home at 
any price that the railroad deemed rea- 
sonable. 
“It took money to put me here,” she 
said, ‘‘and it will take money to get me 
out of here. They can’t run me out. The 
law wil protect me. No use to buy a 
home ‘if a corporation can come along 
and run a ‘body out of it. I don’t want 
anything excépt what's right, but the 
railroads can’t run over me; even if I 
am a woman.”’ 
So the railroad company changed its 
plans. 
Mrs. Pierce’s home is one of the pic- 
turesque sights of that part of the city. 
The sidewalk in front of it is always 
piled high with flotsam from the 
railroad yards and the levee, which 
she gathered and sold as_ kind- 
ling. The house is cluttered with 
odds and ends, the accumulations of 
years. The house is dilapidated. 

Her Father a White Man. 
The father of Mrs. Pierce was John 
Goings, one of the first white men to 
live with the Cherokee Indians. He 





threw things down on the little frame 
house in the niche. She went to law 
with the big fourwiry company, and 
after that her rights were respected. 
"Mr. Giles Filley did not like it that 
T'sued him,’’ she once said, ‘and for 
five years we didn’t. speak.”

Honduras has been borrowing money 
since about 1850, and of the hundred 
millions Of dollars thus received has 
probably had a chance to spend about 
ten millions. The average loan to a 
Central American state is on a basis 
or about ten per cent. The lender turns 
over about a hundr thousand dqi- 
lars for about a million dollars in bonds. 

The bonds of Honduras have been 
scattered through England, France and 
Germany. The bondholders were de- 
spairing of their investments, and as 
the bonds had been sold among the 
people, the clergymen’s wives of Great 
Britain and the widows and orphans 
of the continent, a protective committee 
was formed to liquidate This commit- 
tee had dealings with a London bank- 
ing house which negotiated a vsettle- 
reent with Honduras on the basis of 12 
cents on the dollar. Just as Honduras 
was ready to turn over $12,000,000 in 
new bonds for the cancellation of the 
-bonds the United States interfered. 
State Department it was sxid 
today tha Horduras had made the 
cvertures for American offices in the 
loan, but other sources reveal the fact 
that it was the United States which 
took the first step. 

The State Department took the mat- 
ter up with the British Embassy and 
tsritish acquiescence to American bank- 
ers taking the loan was obtained. 
Since that time the Honduran Minister 
of Finance has been dealing with the 
Morgan firm through two commission- 
crs from Honduras. |
